There has never been a time when 
the'other fellow did not.'represent, everything that is rep- 
rehensible in politics and devote his days and nights to 
conspiring against the rights of the people.

She travels about 
from place to'place, training department 
store clerks in 
scientific salesmanship,

tirls from the age of twelve years on are 
admitted. 


"It is just to develop common sense and

BEGAN WORK WITH 


E. T. M'DONALD 


When the Entire Working 


Force Was Less Than 


Half a Hundred. 


Today there are nine men on the pay 


-rolls of the Fort Wayne Electric works 
who have been in thc employ of the con 
cern from its infancy and through the 
courtesy of George R. Gawehu, thc pho- 
tographer for the works, the Sentinel is 
able to publish a group picture of the 
veterans which was taken a few days 
ago. 
Their part in developing a. little 


business into a great industry which to 
day gives employment to over l,;iOO peo 
pie and sends its products into ever 
civilized country in the world can no 
be accurately to'ld, but thc story of thei 
connection with the plant is summarized 
in thc following brief statements: 


Thc service of William 
Driftmeyer

Mr. McDonald 
soon moved the plant to the old brick 
building on Superior street which is now 
a part of the Fort Wayne Foundry and 
Machine company' factory. There he 
established a power plant and main- 
tained it a year or two.

These quarters soon becoming inade- some 
quate, the old Gauss Mower works, on <jjrcction of il 
Broadway, were purchased and enlarged 
and that has been the site of the plant 
iince, though fire destroyed the original 
buildings. 


William Rehling began his career with 


the company in the capacity of errand 
boy-when the shop was being moved 
from' its first home to the--Superior 
street building. That was in October, 
1883, and he has remained in the serv- 
ice, faithfully performing the duties as- 
signed him, with the result that he was nrf,i,nx nro 
advanced from time to time until hc 
reached the position of foreman of the 
commutator departmeut, which he has 
held for the past eight years. 


AVilliam Sclmltz went to work for the 


eompany October 14, 1SS4, as a machin- 
ist. The factory was then located on 
Columbia street 
Soon afterwards he 


was appointed foreman of the commuta- 
tor room and nine years ago took thc 
foremanship of the .small machine shop, 
where he lias remained since. 


M. S. Willson commenced work as a 


bench hand in the Columbia street shop 
November 12. ISSo. and shortlv after it
